Many  interesting  kinds  of  exonumia  turn  up  in  current  use  right 
in  your  own  neighborhood.  An  example  I am  familiar  with  are  the  chips 
used  as  a sales  promotion  device  by  the  I.G.A.  in  Marlton,  NJ. 

Shoppers  get  a chip  with  every  $5*00  worth  of  groceries  purchased. 
They  can  be  saved  and  used  to  purchase  advertised  items  at  special  low 
prices.  The  value  of  the  chip  varies  with  the  item  purchased,  but  is 
usually  worth  200  to  300*  For  example,  a recent  advertisement  offered 
snack  crackers  at  400  off  the  regular  price  with  2 chips,  and  coca  cola 
700  off  the  regular  price  with  2 chips,  so  in  the  first  case  the  chip 
would  be  worth  200  and  350  in  the  second  case. 

During  Thanksgiving  week,  the  store  advertised  a free  14  pound 
turkey  for  100  chips,  making  each  chip  worth  about  90  at  the  going 
price  for  turkey  of  650  a pound. 

The  chips  are  mavericks,  having  the  letters  "I.G.A."  or  "JM" 

(for  Joe  Masacki,  the  owner)  on  blue  stickers  in  the  center.  They  are 
made  of  red,  white,  or  blue  plastic,  37nim  in  diameter.  A complete  set 
would  consist  of  6 chips,  with  the  two  different  center  letters  and 
three  different  colors.  There  is  no  difference  in  value  among  the 
different  varieties.

smick's  cardboard  check 


by  Dave  Gladfelter 


In  his  prize-winning  Civil  War  token  exhibit  at  the  1971  A.N.A. 
Convention,  C.W.T.S.  member  Herb  Romerstein  displayed  a card- 
board check  issued  by  John  Smick,  operator  of  Neptune  House, 
Atlantic  City.  The  cardboard  check,  illustrated  here,  doubtless 
preceded  the  issuance  of  Smick’s  Civil  War  storecard,  N.  J.  20-A, 
dated  1863.  It  probably  was  issued  some  time  in  1862. 

Obverse  — Neptune  House,  Atlantic  City. /Good  for  25  Cents./ 
Payable  in  Current  Funds,  when  presen-/ ted  in  sums  of  One  Dollar 
or  upwards./John  Smick. 

Reverse— Jno.  Smick  (signature).  (Note  — Jno.  was  the  abbrevia- 
tion for  John,  commonly  used  in  those  days.) 

Dimensions — 62mm  by  31mm. 


The  check  is  doubtless  of  the  highest  rarity,  possible  unique,  as 
most  of  the  cardboard  checks  of  this  type  were  destroyed  by  the 
issuing  merchants  wheq  redeemed,  so  they  could  not  be  presented 
for  redemption  a second  time.  It  is  unusual  in  that  most  of  the 
cardboard  checks  of  the  Civil  War  period  that  have  survived  to  this 
day  are  for  smaller  denominations,  such  as  1<(,  2tf , . 

These  checks  are  certainly  a valid  part  of  any  Civil  War  token 
collection,  as  they  were  the  immediate  predecessors  of  Civil  War 
tokens  and  were  used  as  emergency  money  due  to  the  hoarding  of 
coins,  along  with  such  devices  as  encased  postage  stamps  and 
fractional  paper  currency.  They  are  mentioned  briefly  in  the  intro- 
duction to  George  and  Melvin  Fuld’s  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens. 

C.  Albert  Jacob,  Jr.,  in  his  article  "Cardboard  Money  of  the 
Civil  War,”  The  Numismatist,  December,  1937,  gives  a good  sum- 
mary of  the  events  leading  to  suspension  of  specie  payments  in 
September,  1861  and  the  subsequent  hoarding  of  metallic  currency. 
These  circumstances,  of  course,  resulted  in  the  issuance  and  use  of 
Civil  War  Tokens,  as  well  as  the  encased  postage  stamps,  and  the 
cardboard  checks.  "The  rarest  today,”  Jacob  wrote,  "though  prob- 
ably used  quite  widely  at  that  time,  were  the  small  cardboard 
storecards,  issued  in  small  denominations  and  printed  on  cardboard.”

In  response  to  your  letter,  we've  been  doing  some  inquiring  regarding  a 
"silver  dollar"  bread.  According  to  our  president,  who  has  been  with  our 
company  many,  many  years,  it  was  WONDER  Bread  that  had  a "silver  dollar" 
promotion  back  in  the  '30's. 

We  had  a group  of  young  people  dressed  in  red  shirts  carrying  a pouch  of 
silver  dollars  with  them.  They  would  select  different  areas  of  a city, 
randomly  go  up  to  homes  and  knock  on  the  door.  If  the  occupant  was  able  to 
produce  a WONDER  Bread  wrapper  when  requested,  they  would  give  the  owner  or 
the  resident  a silver  dollar. 

It's  possible  that  some  bakeries  may  have  picked  up  on  the  promotion  using 
tokens  instead  of  silver  dollars. 

In  any  event,  it  was  undoubtedly  WONDER  Bread  (which  is  still  the  1H 
bread).  We  are  not  aware  of  a brand  name  "Silver  Dollar."

In  the 
1874  to  1881  directories  there  is 
also  a hotel  & restaurant  listing 
for  a Charles  Kolb  but  at  a 
different  address,  166-168  Market 
Street.  At  least  the  meager 
directory  listings  confirm  the 
token  as  being  from  Newark,  since 
no  city  appears  on  it. 

Punchlinks  to  other  signed  tokens 
suggest  that  this  piece  was 
struck  by  Emil  Sigel.

The  best  listing  of  New  Jersey  Depression  Scrip  to  my  knowledge 
is  in  George  W.  Wait's  book,  "New  Jersey's  Money"  (Newark,  The  Newark 
Museum,  1976).  A total  of  174  different  varieties  are  listed  and 

eight  are  illustrated. 

Four  of  the  varieties,  Nos.  143,  144,  145  and  145A,  are  issues 
of  the  City  of  Pleasantville , Atlantic  County.  The  first  two  are 
250  varieties,  the  third  500  and  the  last  $1. 

I have  a three-piece  set  of  the  different  varieties  but  they  are 
not  the  same  as  the  varieties  listed  by  Wait.

researching  a token  (if  you  are  lucky  enough  to  find  one).  I was 
told  that  all  directories  had  to  be  turned  in  to  them  before  they 
would  issue  you  the  new  one  for  the  following  year.  This  could  very 
well  be  the  reason  for  their  scarcity.  However,  recently  a few 
state  sections  have  come  on  the  market.  These  directories  listed 
every  bussiness  by  state  and  were  issued  each  year. 

I picked  up  the  N.J.  DUN  & CO.  section  of  1915  & 1919  and  didn't 
know  what  the  alphabetical  number  stood  for  after  the  company's 
name.  I later  purchased  a paper  weight  made  by  the  Whitehead  & Hoag 
Co.  for  THE  OCEAN  ACCIDENT  & GUARANTEE  CORPN,  LTD.  of  LONDON  which 
had  the  ratings  on  it.  (The  W&H  Co.  had  a A+  rating  in  1915  & 19)* 

The  above  chart  should  help  those  that  have  only  a state  section 
to  determine  how  wealthy  the  company  was  that  had  issued  a token 
(if  you  are  doing  research  on  the  token).

THE  "CLOSTER  HORSEMAN"  MEDAL

On  the  corner  of  Closter  Dock  Rd . and  Piermont  Rd . in  Closter,  NJ 
stands  a monument  honoring  the  "CLOSTER  HORSEMAN"  The  monument 
contains  a large  bronze  copy  of  the  medal  with  the  following 
inscription. 


"HE  SAW  THE  REDCOATS  ON  THE  EASTERN  HILLS,  THIS  CLOSTERMAN 
WHO  GALLOPED  THROUGH  THE  MIST  TO  WARN  THE  TROOPS  ENCAMPED 
DOWN  AT  FORT  LEE,  HIS  PLOWHORSE  CARRYING  HIM  TO  GLORY  ON 
THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  RIDE  IN  HISTORY,  THE  HINGE  ON  WHICH 
THE  DOOR  OF  FREEDOM  HUNG". 


(signed)  DAN  MAHONEY  - 1964 


The  medal  celehrates  the  heroic  ride  of  the  "CLOSTER  HORSEMAN". 

He  was  an  unidentified  farmer,  living  in  the  Alpine  area  of  the 
Palisades . 

During  the  night  of  Nov.  19*  1776,  a British  force  crossed  the 
Hudson  River  and  made  their  way  up  the  Palisades.  He  realized 
that  they  were  going  to  surprise  and  attack  Washington  at  Fort  Lee. 
He  rode  to  Fort  Lee  to  warn  Washington,  enabling  him  to  flee 
with  his  troops  to  fight  another  day. 

The  medal  was  issued  in  1964  for  Closter  Tercentenary  (1664-1964). 
The  medal  is  The  "CLOSTER  HORSEMAN"  is  shown  on  the  Obv. 

The  Rev.  is  Blank.

The  Cruiser  Olympia  Medal 


Souvenir  medals,  made  from  the  melted  down  propeller  of  the 
historic  Cruiser  OLYMPIA.  Admiral  Dewey’s  Flagship  at  the  Battle 
of  Manila  Bay,  now  are  available  to  the  public,  Francis  D.  Pastorius, 
president  of  the  Cruiser  Olympia  Association,  Inc.  announced  today. 


These  medals  will  be  distributed  to  all  persons  who  contribute 
$1.00  or  any  multiple  thereof,  to  the  Association  to  help  to  pay  for 
repairs  to  the  vessel  necessary  to  make  her  presentable  for  exhib- 
ition as  a national  shrine.  The  repairs,  estimated  to  cost  $158,000, 
are  underway  at  the  yard  of  the  Keystone  Drydock  and  Ship  Repair 
Campany,  to  which  the  vessel  was  towed  last  September  19  from  a 
back  channel  of  the  Philadelphia  Naval  Base. 


After  completion  of  the  repairs,  the  vessel  will  be  towed  to  a 
site  on  the  Delaware  River  between  Market  and  Chestnut  Streets 
where  she  will  be  landlocked  and  placed  on  public  exhibition.  Part 
of  the  vessel  will  be  used  to  house  a Marine  Museum.  Philadelphia 
is  one  of  the  few  ports  which  does  not  at  present  have  such  a 
museum.

Since  many  collectors  are  unfamiliar  with  communion  tokei 
I asked  Len  to  fill  NJES  members  in  with  a brief  historical  overview 


From  the  sixteenth  to  the  nineteenth  centuries,  Presbyterians  used 
communion  tokens  to  restrict  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. to 
those  members  known  to  be  worthy  to  receive  it.  The  elders  or  minis' 
would  hold  a preparatory  service  on  Friday  or  Saturday  to  dispense  - 
tokens  (or  "tickets",  since  they  served  as  tickets  of  admission  to  - 
Lord's  Supper).  At  the  Sunday  service,  communion  was  served  at  table 
with  an  elder  stationed  at  each  table  to  collect  the  tokens  and  to 
insure  that  no  one  was  seated  without  one. 

Most  tokens  were  made  of  lead  or  a mixture  of  lead  and  tin.  The  ear! 
specimens  were  very  crude  and  were  often  made  from  molds  made  of  woe 
stone  or  metal.  They  came  in  whatever  shape  the  church  would  choose 

A church  sometimes  changed  the  design  of  its  tokens  when  a new  mini: 
was  installed,  often  melting  the  old  tokens  to  use  for  the  new  ones 
Churches  which  could  not  afford  to  make  their  own  distinctive  token: 
often  used  "stock"  tokens  with  a burning  bush  or  the  letters 
"RPC"  (Reformed  Presbyterian  Church),  "AC"  (Associated  Church), 

"UPC"  (United  Presbyterian  Church)  etc.
